New President Elected For 
the Law Undergraduate 
Society. 



After a closely contested fight W. 
LIgbthall was elected yesterda',* to 
the presidency of the Law Under- 
graduate Society. He secured 53 
votes, thus gaining a majority of 20 
over his opponent, John Oallery. who 
got 33. 

The most interesting feature of tUe 
election was the high percentage of 
membcrt of the faculty who voted. 
CounUng In six ballots which -were 
spoilt, the number of votes recorded 
was 92. The number of students In 
the faculty 18.122, which means that 
75 per cent voted In the election. Tho 
law students set a good example to 
other faculties In the matter of taking 
an Interest in their Undergraduate 
Society.

We get our 
English literature becauao "literature 
comes- oiit of life." "IJterature re- 
turns to life, to others, to enrirli nud 
strengthen It." Rack of . English 
literature la the Britlsh spirit, and to 
color Ills point he suggested Tcnn.v- 
Fon's "Charge of the Light Brigade. 
First the deed, then song. . First the 
hero, then the poem, but -'nbr' vlen 
versa. So in iriipture— first the 
people God inHjilred in seckiuK God 
ben the hlhlory of them in the Bible 
The basis of the Bible; It is not 
magic— it ,1s vIlBlity. . Fjrst the de- 
livery then the prilse. " Never until 
we get a more perfect person than 
IcsUH can we get a belter book than 
Iho Gospclf. This explains how wo 
got a Bible.

Another busy day was spent by the 
I liniial CongreRs of the American 
('ollrpc of Surgeons, with clinics at 
the hospitals In the morning, special 
clinical deroonatrations in the after- 
noon and'evening at" the ballroom of 
the WindHor Motel. 

In the afirriioou the programme 
was opened by Fulton Rtadon. M.D., 
of Toronto, whose paper waa entitled 
"Mandibular Bone Qrafts and Facial 
nrronstructlon Surgery." His ex- 
perience was gained largely In war 
surgery, and he showed many In- 
struçtlve slides of examples of rhino- 
plasty and all types of facial 
reconstruction. 

Dr. C. L. Starr, In discussing the 
same subject, remarked on the great 
patience needed in .such work. He 
disagreed somewhat with some of Dr 
RIsdon's methods, notably the use of 
metal wires In fastening bone grafts. 
MaJ. C. W. Waldron followed with a 
short, talk, Justifying the use of wires 
Inasmuch as X-rays, taken two or 
three years after the operation 
showed no defects, and the end re- 
sults were quite satisfactory. 

Dr. John H. Cunningham, of 
Boston, followed wllh a paper on 
"Metastic Gonorrhoeal Arthritis." lie 
empliasiîipd the Importance of au ado 
•juat- differential dlagnosla. He 
thbiigbt that surgical removal of the 
common fad was the ^best, although 
palliative treatment should' be tried 
at first. He found that the disease 
was often due to pyogenic organisms, 
Blapblococci being a frequent cause, 
Dr. F. B. Lund, of, Boston, disisussed 
his .paper, agreeing that, the end re 
suits of Cunningham's treatment 
hart iirovcd successful. 

Ill- F. H. MacKay and Dr.' F. .7 
Teej, both of Montreal, then sppke on 
"Diagnosis and Treatment of Peu- 
pheral Nerve Injuries." Dr. MacKay 
first took up the diagnosis in a 
thorough and efficient manner. Dr. 
Tees then discussed the treatment of 
the problem. He always waited three 
months, and If the wound had not 
healed by then, ah operation was 
performed. Careful splinting to pro- 
vent active antagonists from alroteh- 
Ing the paralyzed muscles was very 
neoesssry. Even though the divided 
nerve was several Inches short, ha 
never had .to resort to a nerve graft, 
tension wn nerves does not seem lo do 
any barm. Generally, very good re- 
sults were obtained, and he was very 
optimistic about the future of Berr« 
surgery. 

Albert Carless, of London, com- 
mented on the latter paper, agreeing 
with Dr. Tees In holding optimistic 
Ideas In regard lo this work. Ho had 
found that tendon tranaplantatlon 
was often good Instead of secondary 
nerve suture. The . musculosplral 
nerve showed the best end results, 
with the sciatic and median nerves 
also satisfactory. The ulnar nerve 
was more difficult to deal with, 
owing to Its large number of small 
branches. In actual operation, 
gentleness In handling and warmth 
were essential. When testing a 
muscle to see whether it la function- 
ing or not. It Is Important to test It 
with a minimum load. The study of 
the f.etlon of the Individual muscles 
was a field In which there was much 
room for progress. In conclusion. Mr. 
Carless quoted Quain, who said that 
there are mbre mistakes made by 
lack of observation than lack of 
knowledge. 

Following this. Dr. Keenan, of 
Montreal, read a paper on "Late Re* 
suits of Foreign Bodies In the Lupg." 
He gave a complete exposition of the 
subject, mentioning that while for- 
merly it was usual to leave foreign 
bodies embedded In the lung. It was 
becoming more common to.ukc more 
drastic steps, aa methods of removal 
were becoming more well known. 

nr. P. o. Finley, of Montreal, and 
Dr. W. Meyer, of New York, discussed 
this cubjcct, the latter expressing the 
opinion that all bulleU should be re- 
moved.. 

Sir Berkeley Moynlhan followed 
with some observations on Dr. 
Keenan'H subject, remarking that It 
was still a great question whether a 
missile should be removed from the 
cheat or not. À great point was that 
the men who- have had the operation 
for It were always enthusiastic abcAit 
the results obtained. It has been 
found that the lung around the 
foreign body Is always Infected, and 
to a greater extent than can be 
gathered by the X-rays or phvslcal 
examination. He was of the opinion 
that If, In addition to the ordlnarv 
symptoms, ihp missile was large anil 
irropilnr with rptractlon of the chest 
and pushing over of the diaphragm 
from the affected side, an operation

Th« last Item consisted of a paper 
by J. A. Ounn, M.D., of Winnipeg, 
which dealt with "Treatment of Frac- 
tures of the Femur." Or. F. .1. Tees, 
of Montreal, and Sir William Taylor 
of Dublin, concluded the afternoon 
with a discussion of that subject. 

The principal speakers at the Even- 
ing r.es8ion of the convention yester- 
day dealt with the thyroil gland, its 
.secretion and its dlseatos. The speak- 
ers, Including Drs. C. H. Mayo, nf 
Rochester, B. W. Crile of Clevclaiid, 
^nd Kendall and Plummer, both of 
the Mayo clinic at Rochester, are all 
masters of the subject, and those sur- 
geons who attended were well re- 
warded. The speakers were un- 
animous In their method of treatment 
and surgical technique In operation. 
'|)tall8ticB were ' given to show the 
enormous decrease recently in the 
death rate following operations of 
thyrodectoniy, and it was pointed out 
by several speakers that this was in 
a measure due to post-operative treat- 
ment. Post-operative hyperthyrorism, 
the principal symptom of which is 
ox'.r-^mply high body temperature, is 
now adofniatoly controlled by tho use 
of ice-packs. 

Prc-operatlvp precautions to pr«- 
vont excitsme nt of the patient, which 
are now «mp1o}-ed, are another factor 
in reducing the death rate. Patients 
subject to extreme oxcitoment are 
operated upon In their beds. This 
measure has been responsible for a 
reduction. In the death rate from 
tliroc to less than one per cent. 

The subject of "Transplantation of 
tlie ''reter into the Large Intestine In 
tho Absence of a Functioning Urin- 
ary niaddnr" was discussed by Dr, R. 
C. Coffey, and commented upon by 
Dr, C. H. Mayo, The speakers, act- 
ing In conjunction, are responsible 
for the tcchninup of the operation Ir.
